But it is an 
incontestable fact fhst diere ar« limits 
to tho altitude to which wagim can be 
forced up and tbe hours of lab«»r re¬ 
duced at tho present time. There la a 
factor in tho situation there is a disposi¬ 
tion fo ignore.
